By falsely interpreting the Old Testament, the Hebrew 
people got a false conception of the Messias, Whom God was 
to send to them, and’for Whose coming the religion of Israel 
was a preparation. 

By falsely interpreting the New Testament the true 
religion of Jesus Christ is also wretchedly misunderstood. 

If the Old Testament Bible, containing the Constitu- 
tion and Laws of the religion of a single nation, in the hands 
of the people of that nation only, written in their own lan- 
guage, needed a protector and interpreter, how much more 
does the New Testament Bible, which is scattered over the 
earth, in the hands of the uncultured and cultured alike, 
which was not originally written in any modern language, 
whose present-day translations are not even made from the 
original, but are translations of copies of copies of the 
original, which was never intended to contain the whole Con- 
stitution and all the Laws of the Christian Church—how 
much more must the New Testament, we say, need a pro- 
tector and interpreter? The Bible needs a defender and 
protector against its false friends, who declare that much 
of its contents are erroneous, some of its characters mythi- 
cal; against those “leaders of the blind” who distrust the 
gospel teaching about the Resurrection and the very Divin- 
ity of the Founder of the Christian religion. It needs an 
official interpreter much more than the Constitution of the 
tenited States needs such an interpreter; it needs a voice to 
decide who is right and who wrong among the several hun- 
dred religious bodies, which have recourse to its pages in 
support of their mutually contradictory beliefs. 
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A CONVERTS’ AID SOCIETY 


In England, where numerous clergymen of the Estab- 
lished Church become Catholics, a Society has been formed 
among Catholics to aid in the support of minister converts 
until such time as they find suitable employment. This So- 
ciety is known as “The Converts’ Aid Society,” and last year 
it appropriated 6,000 pounds, or $30,000.00 for the pur- 
pose mentioned. 

At this writing eleven convert Anglican ministers are 
preparing for the priesthood. 

Because most convert clergymen are married men, 
they cannot, even though they longed to, prepare for the 
priesthood. Among the unmarried, there are those who do 
not feel the urge to the priestly vocation. Some of these 
become lay-brothers. Others do not find it so difficult to 
support themselves. 

OUR SUNDAY VISITOR has had letters from a large 
number of former Protestant ministers who have become 
Catholics, asking for direction in the matter of finding 
employment sufficiently lucrative to support their wives and 
families. We have helped some of the rr, but could not he of 
service to the larger number. 


It seems that we, in this country, should also have an 
Aid Society for the temporary assistance of convert min- 
isters. Several who have entered the Church have informed 
the writer that they personally know of others who would 
not hesitate to give up their own and embrace the Catholic

ple revolted and joined the cause 
of Jeroboam.
